Other 
thinks • nearer home finally engaged 
man's attention and He wandered Into 
the fields of natural philosophy, chem­ 
istry, biology, economics and (lastly 
came to himself. 
In this he has no 
doubt followed the order of creation. 
The question which we have chosen 
for the first teat was ashet! by the 
psalmist after a meditation much in 
the order we have mentioned. How 
Much earlier thin the time of David 
this same question was pondered by 
ancient philosophers We are not aide 
to say, but it has been only' in com­ 
paratively recent times that any sys­ 
tematic, scientific study of the sub­ 
ject has been undertaken. Sociology 
must wait for biology and psychology. 
The scientist cap do but one thing In 
the development of any subject. He 
must deal with the things he can see; 
he must follow the* effect hack to the 
cause; he is nothing of a mystic; into 
the realm of thd spirit he does not 
presume to enter; the very definition 
of the word science and the principle 
on which he works precludes him go­ 
ing very far from shore. The scien­ 
tific study of man has been wholly 
from the physical side. 
It has led 
many to believe that it Is the import­ 
ant side and to frequently doubt the 
existence of the spiritual 
side 
of 
man’s nature 
altogether. 
In 
this 
materialistic philosophy the students 
a few years ago brought forth the 
theory that man was altogether ani­ 
mal and as such he had arrived at the 
place he now occupies by long dreary 
stages of evolution. 
To prove this 
he has torn man limb from limb and 
reduced him to the very atom of ex­ 
istence—the cell. In this process he 
baa discovered many, very many simi­ 
larities that to the minds of a very 
great many substantiate this belief. 
But after all a great secret constantly 
eludes him. 
When he has come to 
the cell, and It would seem that hav­ 
ing life In so small a compass 
he 
would be able to tell us what it is 
and where it resides, he finds that he 
is scarcely nearer the goal than when 
he started. 
Within that filmy gduze 
of protoplasm lies the holy of holies 
of life and none can enter there and 
live. 
Again, a very strong argument for 
this teaching is the statement that 
'‘Nature abhors a special creation;" 
that the difference between man and 
the lower animals can be explained 
by natural and then artificial selec­ 
tion. 
This statement stretches faith 
almost to the point of gullibility. One 
must have a very active faith and a 
keen Imagination to leap the gulf be­ 
tween man and his nearest relative 
of the lower order. There are things 
about man that are absolutely new, 
aud lf they are not created by a spe­ 
cial flat, there should be some very re­ 
markable resemblances in the lower 
order to show whence they came. The 
introduction of everything new pre­ 
sents to this statement^ almost 
in­ 
superable difficulties and strains the 
theory very near the breaking point. 
Spencer says that man is a thinking 
animal; not only that but he further 
states that he is a cooperating ani­ 
mal also. Now the one that assumes 
that nature does indeed abhor a 
special creation; or knows no such 
thing as a special creation will have 
a very difficult problem to explain the 
presence of these notable innovations. 
Clearly natural selection cannot oper­ 
ate to produce thought, at least where 
it did not exist before. 
Intelligent, 
sympathetic, systematic cooperation 
is hardly to be found 
among the 
beasts. 
How do these things come? 
There are a hundred other 
things 
about man Just as real as his arm or 
his eye that greviously perplex this

theory; among them may be 
men­ 
tioned love, faith, religion, patriotism, 
family ..ie, and the marriage relation 
in which there is no very close re­ 
semblance found among the animals, 
the closest being among the anthro­ 
poid apes; his devotion to education, 
moral and spiritual life, his planning 
and building for luture generations, 
not for his immediate 
children 
or 
grandchildren but for generations he 
never expects to see. All this argues, 
to my mind, that man is something 
more than a collection of microscopic 
cells. 
If man were altogether as the ma­ 
terialist would have us believe, the 
world needs more physicians and sur­ 
geons and fewer legislators, reform­ 
ers, teachers, 
and 
preachers. 
The 
wrongs of society could be righted by 
recourse to the medicine chest and 
the scalpel, 
lf the 
materialist 
is 
right, somewhere in the anatomy of 
man should be found the organ of 
greed, avarice, rapine, and 
plunder, 
which upon being amputated the erst­ 
while baron of coal lands, gold lands, 
timber lands, power sites, or any of 
the other various 
modes 
of graft 
known to this particular time 
and 
country would become an honest and 
docile member of society. 
We be­ 
lieve that study of man which con­ 
siders only the physical is more or 
less superficial when compared with 
the entire subject. Thorough it may 
be, indeed we have every reason to 
believe it is most thorough and men 
of high intellectual and moral attain­ 
ments have lately had the subject in 
hand. So high an appreciation do we 
have of them that we believe there la 
not one of them of any note that 
would leave out of the equation man’a 
spiritual nature. For billows of mys­ 
tery must surge over the minds of 
those who are taking as it were a look 
into God’s great unseen. 
I have seen the college undo the 
work of the home. Not Intentionally 
by any means, but the effect of Its 
teaching becomes materialistic In spite 
of the ideals it may hold before the 
young mind. The home cannot hope 
to compete with the college In mat­ 
ters scientific. But when it comes to 
matters of real life and living, with 
Its ideals 
for character, 
honesty, 
things sacred, leave it to the mothers. 
How many times we have seen the 
young man return from college with 
the ideals of the home and the things 
the home holds sacred utterly 
des­ 
troyed. I am sure It Is not because 
he has learned a better system of life. 
No deliberate attempt on the part of 
the college to do this thing, ah no, 
but the character of the teaching is 
we may say at least non-moral. It is 
to our experience with men. It does 
reveal Jo each one his own peculiar 
mystery. Each one knows that some­ 
where in the closet of his flesh he 
cloaks a being not apparent to even 
his closest friend and observer. Can 
you by crushing a violet find the ray 
of the sun that penciled its colors? 
Can you by seething an orange blos­ 
som extort its secret of catching the 
aroma of the rains? Can you dissect 
the mocker and find his song? Nor 
need we expect, with the x-ray, the 
dissecting knife and the microscope to 
find the soul of man. There are some 
secrets, hidden under technical terms 
and phraseology, undefined. There la 
that in man that puts a vastly wider 
difference between him and the an­ 
thropol ape. that exists between the 
ape and the mollusk. This text deals 
clearly and succinctly with the real 
man. It strikes at tho very point that 
not only determines the difference be­ 
tween man and the rest of creation 
but between man and man. This is 
the classification after all. that 
we 
have been looking for, and we feel we 
are in the presence of a master who 
teaches with authority, when we hear 
him say "As a man thlnketh in his 
heart so is ha." 
Up to the point where one assumes 
the responsibility for hts own action 
he may be considered rather as a 
creature of circumstances.

you should be born; 
whether your 
parents should be German, French, or 
English; whether they should be of 
high or low estate, rich or poor. To 
none of these conditions gave you an 
assenting or dissenting voice. 
You

operating 
through your intellect.

years to develop that Intellect. The 
past has been well apent. You have 
round out that education Is training 
the eye to see and the hand to act.

The muscles, nerves, hair, finger 
nails and teeth; all are dependent up­ 
on the character of the food we eat. 
Mouldy grain will give us a mouldy 
flour. So must the character of man 
be. Only the very best should be al­ 
lowed to enter into it. 
The end you have had in view as 
you were schooling yourself 
deter­ 
mines the very thing of which we are 
talking. 
What purpose bad you in 
mind as the days went by? What load­ 
stone of life kept you at your tasks? 
Why did you feel 
that 
so 
much 
science, history, and language was 
necessary to you rend? Did you feel 
that a larger sphere in life waited for 
the one that ran with patience the 
race set before him? Or did you, as 
many do, feel that a larger 
salary 
awaited the finishing of your course? 
These questions or rather the answer 
to them determine the real value of 
the subjects mastered to your char­ 
acter. 
We frequently hear 
of 
the 
failure of the schools and colleges fit­ 
ting men for the various walks 
of 
life. 
That certain individuals 
are 
failures for having taken a course. 
A father says his son cannot 
earn 
more money by having an education 
therefore he can Anisil his course In 
the shops and offices. Character and 
education are not things of having 
more, but, of enjoying 
more. 
The 
character of the educated man enables 
him to associate freely and fearlessly 
with all classes to enjoy and Inter­ 
pret their thought and to express his 
own in such way that he can be also 
understood and appreciated. 
/ 
We have lost sight of the fact that 
the soul needs to be clothed upon as 
well as the body. We have forgotten 
that so far as this world goes we can 
use and enjoy only a very limited por­ 
tion of its wealth. And so if we have 
educated for the mere purpose of in­ 
creasing our earning power 
rather 
than the power to enjoy, it may be 
possible that we have missed the very 
thing for which 
education 
stands. 
When one brings to his world an edu­ 
cated heart as well as an educated 
mind, secondary things assume their 
proper places and first things become 
first. 
This happy solution of life’s 
problems and enjoyments is 
rarely 
ever attained by the uneducated. In­ 
stead of gaining time or on time we 
lose by taking the short cut of get­ 
ting into life too soon, and without 
due preparation. 
I would pause here long enough to 
have you distinguish between "enjoy­ 
ing". as we use the term and mere 
sensation. If enjoyment were merely 
the matter of sensation, 
agreeable 
sensation that travels the length of 
the nerve to the great nerve center 
the voluptuary, sensualist, would have 
a greater claim on enjoyment than 
the scholar. 
The grossest form of 
materialism is its "nerve-worshlp." To 
eat aa the gourmand eats, to drink 
as the bibber drinks, to ride fast to 
the great danger of others, to set the 
nerves atingle, are mild expressions 
possible that the silence of the col­ 
lege upon virile moral and spiritual 
teaching inculcates a system of ma­ 
terialistic living. This is more to be 
feared in its results than open infidel­ 
ity. The college has not been alone 
in this. Our magasiaes and story pa­ 
pers have set a very high premium on 
the career of the captain of industry 
while the captain of our salvation is 
left far to the rear. Materialism is a 
blighting, withering IIC and right glad 
we are to hear of its sure doom. It 
may take a century for some to see 
It, but time and sore experience will 
force the book of hooka into the cur 
ricnlum of every leading school, 
man without spiritual learning and 
discernment is not man at all. 
The greatest psychologist and my* 
tic of all times has made a statement, 
which we have overlooked except as 
a text for a sermon or a 
memory 
verse for a child, that, to my mind Is 
as scientific a statement as can he 
made. He skys, “As a man thlnketh 
in his heart ao la he.” That does not 
bring the subject within the range of 
the natural eye hut it does ring true 
of this form of materialism. The one 
Who feeds his nerves upon pleasure 
must constantly Increase the allow­ 
ance. 
Herein Is the danger of so 
gross an idolatry. It is literally true 
In the Underworld of sensation that 
"increase of appetite grows by what 
It feed* upon." 
Whatever else may 
he said it seems to me that materiel- 
istle pleasures, whether in 
seeking 
riches or spending them purely for 
the excitement of the 
moment, 
is 
prostituting the highest to the office 
and function of the lowest. 
Character to the world is valueless 
unless It can find an expression suit­ 
able to its various and deep hidden 
virtues. The glories of the soul must 
well-up that 
thirsty 
mortals 
may 
drink, be refreshed and satisfied. Now 
let me remark that the gooo 
heart 
finds an easy and pleaaant expression 
thkt delights the world.' When 
we 
are attempting to conceal nothing, tx- 
negsy and natural' It Is 
we must gasume. virtues 
not possess that expres­ 
sion becomes difficult.

Anaheim Plain Dealer: The 3-year- 
old little girt who clung to a beard In 
the well wltbeht fags, cooly awaiting 
rescue; the mother, who leaped unhes­ 
itatingly down into'the well, without 
hnowtodge of how deep It might be, to 
the ald of hor child; the little 6-year- 
old girl who act oat to run three quar­ 
ters of a' mile home for ald, but who 
h«d tho preaenoeof mind to stop; a 
boy wheeling along the road and tell 
him of the need dt help; the boy who 
promptly rod# to the well, worked hie 
wits and quichly improvised a way for 
the rescue of the mother and the child 
from tho well—each of the four enti­ 
tled to awards for heroism. 
It all occurred Inst Sunday after­ 
noon at the Shannon Klnkaid ranch on 
the Santiago canyon road, a couple of 
miles east of»'OliYe. 
M. S. Ingram 
took his family to tho ranch for an af­ 
ternoon visit. M r. Kincaid got Into 
the automobile when Mrs. Ingram had 
got out and they drove several mites 
up the canyon to visit a friend. An­ 
swering the appeals of her children 
for rn romp on the hillside, Mrs. In­ 
gram after a abort visit with Mrs. Kin­ 
caid went with the little ones. 
Gathering' around an old well cov­ 
ered with boards the children were 
busily engaged In play when one of 
them worked loose a 10x10 timber on 
the well. Little Leona Ingram, aged 
three years, wan standing on one end 
of the timber and her weight was suf­ 
ficient to up-end It Into the well. The 
child went down with it. 
Mrs. In­ 
gram, some little distance away, wit­ 
nessed the accident, ran to the well 
and leaped in after her child. *8he 
landed In water 14 feet below the sur­ 
face of the ground and found the little 
girl clinging to the timber, which bad 
become wedged between the walls of 
the well at the top of the water. The 
mother got one afi)n around the child 
and one around the timber and held 
on until rescued. 
When Ione Kincaid, aged five, who 
had accompanieu the party, saw Mrs. 
Ingram leap Into the well she started 
to run for home, three quarters of a 
mile distant, for help. A quarter of n 
mile on her way she mot a boy riding 


a bicyclo and told him to go to tho 
well and help tho people who were 
drowning in It. Thou she hastened on 
and returned toter with her mother, 
alone at home, who rose from a sick 
bod. When they arrived the boy was 
Just finishing his work of rescue, and 
before his excited 
beneficiaries had 
sufficiently collected their thoughts to 
ask Ilia name, he had mounted hts 
wheel and sped away. 
' The boy on arrival at the well found 
in old ladder lying near by. There 
was also a rope from a bucket former­ 
ly used In the well. Tying the rope to 
tho ladder he lowered the. totter into 
the well untH It rested on tho timber. 
Then he tted th* rope to a timber on 
the surface and descended Into the 
well, where he first got the child and 
took hor to the top or the ladder, from 
where he pitched the little one to the 
children at the surface. Then he re­ 
turned and assisted Mrs. Ingram, 
numb from the water and weak from 
her fright, to the top of tho ladder Mid 
then to tho surface of the ground. Ap­ 
parently he considered the entire pro­ 
ceeding one of mere matter of fa c t- 
all in the day’s work. And he pro­ 
ceed^ on his way without further 
comment than that he needed to "get 
a hustle on," apparently not realising 
that he had just finished a hustling 
job that would have done large credit 
to any man. 
The little girl who fell Into the well 
was uninjured and none the worse for 
her experience. Her mother suffered 
severely for several days from the 
shock she sustained when she saw the 
child fall and from the tension she af­ 
terward underwent until rescued. Mr. 
Ingram did not know of the accident 
until a couple of hours later. That he 
was rejoiced over the outcome, in that 
both wife and child were alive and 
comparatively none the worse for the 
experience, goes without saying. His 
largest interest ainee has been to as­ 
certain the name of the boy to whom 
he feels so largely indebted. To date 
his efforts have been in vain. The boy 
Is thought to have'been on the way to 
the county park and may have been 
from any of the towns about the 
county.

that existed in the Apostle's day. but 
that the Apostle was bere speaking 
prophetically, of the end of this Gospel 
Age-foretelling a purgatorial condition 
at that time—not after mea have died, 
nor in another world, but lo the pres­ 
ent life, and on this earth. 
Indeed, said Pastor Russell, not only 
Is the tire of this text symbolical of 
trouble, but the same is true of nearly 
all that Is said about fire in the Bible.

likening them to “wood, bay and stub­ 
ble;" but that a day would come in 
the end of the Age when the Lord 
would specially test His people and 
when the tests would be severe aud 
crucial like fire. In that day wood, bay 
aud stubble would be consumed; but 
tbs gold, silver and precious stooo 
characteristics of the true faith and 
proper charneter-building would re­ 
main. 
We are not to understand him 
to mean that doctrines are all-impor- 
tnnt. but rather that they are reflect­
